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EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552

(b)( 1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign policy 

and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order; 

(b)(2) related solely to the internal personnel rules and practices of an agency;

(b)(3) specifically exempted from disclosure by statute (other than section 552b of this title), provided that such statute (A) requires that the matters 
be withheld from the public in such a manner as to leave no discretion on issue, or (B) establishes particular criteria for withholding or refers to 
particular types of matters to be withheld; 

(b)(4) trade secrets and commercial or financial information obtained from a person and privileged or confidential; 

(b)(5) inter-agency or intra-agency memorandums or letters which would not be available by law to a party other than an agency in litigation with the 
agency;

I I added that if it is V 
determined that a particular group does not fall within the category"*^ 
of being tax exempt and has not filed a corporate return, it would be 
helpful to have details as to the income of the group for the purpose 
of determining whether or not the group is in violation of income tax 
laws. 

This matter was discussed with the Civil Rights Section and 
that Section is obtaining the necessary financial information as well 
as the names and addresses of particular groups, from appropriate field 
offices for referral to IRS. \
